WAITING | 
FOR ECLIPSE 


Rio de Janeiro, May 1. 

Scientists of 11 nations—the 
United States, Brazil, England, 
France, Russia, Z 
Czecho-Slovakia, Italy, Finland, 
Argentina and Australia—are 
preparing to’ study the total 
eclipse of the sun on May 20 
‘along a narrow strip of dark- 
ness across the heart of Brazil. 

The eclipse will start In the Pacific 
Ocean and the moon will trace a 
shadow nerorx South America ending 
in the Atlantic Ocean. The period 
of totality will be four minutes at 
any given point in Brozil. 
Just about In the centre of the 
potch of totality, six miles south of 
Focayuva, a village of 3,000 inhabl- 
tants, is the. site from where the 
scientists will watch the spectacle, 
Chosen Inst year by U.S. representa- 
tives, It is in ao semt-arid zone 
2,172 feet nbove sca level.

‘Chang Chun Combines _ 
Old and New China _ 


HINA'’S new premier, 
General Chang’ Chun of 
““Szcchwan province, is n 
combination of the old and 
new, with many of the charac-. 
teristics of both. 

A lifelong associate of. Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, he 
is, like his cosmopolitan pre- 
decessor, T. V, Soong, a Chris- 
tian Chinese. Unlike Dr Soong, 
his knowledge of world affairs 
has been guined through study 
rather than . experience: He 
knows his native land better 
than any other part of the 
globe, ‘ ; 

Politically « moderate, General 
Chang. Chun {s usually de- 
scribed as a leader of the so- 
called Political Science Group, . 


a band of Kuomintang mem- - 


bers who sought a middle course 
somewhere tween ‘the ultra- 
conservatism of the “C.C." 
clique of the party nnd leftist 
elements’ who leaned toward 
communism. 


Maintains Full Vigour 


HYSICALLY the 68-year-old 
premier resembles an Ameri- 
ean Indian as much ‘a4 he does 4 
Chinese. Dark of hair and 
eye, he‘has become portly in 
years, yet maintains his full 
vigour and natural activity. 
Personally he is soft spoken, 
—except when there is a need 
for more forceful speech— 
frieridly, and usually meets

friends, ‘particularly if they ure 
foreigners, with a shy smile. 
His English; improved during 
his first visit .to the United 
States in late 1946, is slow but 
adequate, ioe 
Born May 9, 1889, at Hwa- 
yarig, in Szechwan province, 
Chang Chun was among ° the 
first students to be selected by 
the Manchu court for training 
as military officers. Later he 
was sent to Japan for 2 course 
in the Japanese military cadets 
academy. There he met Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, a 
fellow student, and joined the 
Tung Meng Hui, Dr Sun Yat- 
sen's revolutionary league. 


Joined Revolutions 


GENERAL Chang returned to 

China in 1911 with Chiang 
Kei-shek to join actively in the’ 
national revolution, serving 
first as a section chief in the 
Headquarters — and 
later as a divisional staff and 


‘artillery officer. - 


As chief aide to Dr‘Sun Yat- 
sen. he participated in the 
second revolutionary movement 
in 1913. When this failed, he 
fled into exile 
where he travelled to the South 
Sea islands: and finally 
Java where he became a school- 
teacher, A third tinie hte join- 
ed the revolution and at its 
conclusion returned to Sze- 


in Japan, from . 


to.. 


chwan where he became. provin- 
cial director of police in 1918, 
Three years later he again join- 
ed Dr Sun Yat-sen’s forees and 
served continuously until. the 
republic 
ed, 


Governor Of Szechuen. 


DURING the years that follow- 
ed General. Chang Chun held’ 
many high positions in both the 
Kuomintang and the National 
Government. Ho was_ political 
vice-minister of war, mayor of 
Shanghai (1929) and . member 
of the Kvomintang .central 
executive committec. He served 
as governor of Hupeh province, 
rejoining the’ National Govern. 
ment in 19385 as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, ‘ 

Following the outbreak of 
war. with Japan,: General 
Chang became chairman of the 
National Military Council and 
subsequently director of the 
Generalissimo'’s Chungking 
headquarters, As governor of 
Szechwan, he directed the task 
of . maintaining the National 
Government in its temporary 
wartime capital of Chungking, 
consolidating the province he 
governed as the base for resis- 
tance to the Japanese. 

He was among the first Chin- 
ese leaders to press for national 
unity and co-operation ‘between 
the various political factions.

The English Electrie Co at Brad- 
ford are to build the ‘ electrical 
tenerators and the associated electric 
equipment of the 1,000 h.p. units for 
three of the locomotives which are

Two of these units will be capable 
of 100 mop.h. and will be used for 
heavy pussenger trains between Lon- 
don and Glasgow, and are expected 
to be able to work services com- 
parable with those provided prewar 
by “the Coronation” Scot, which had
